Inasmuch as this project may have 
to deal with United States government 
authorities, railroads, state highway 
commission and our state legislature, 
the necessity of a complete and repre¬ 
sentative organization is apparent.

Prohibitionists have forced Two Measures 
on the Ballot at the November Election 

The first measure (Proposition No. 1 on the 
ballot) is frankly a prohibition measure. Know¬ 
ing that the voters of the State would not delib¬ 
erately confiscate the great vineyards, the brew¬ 
eries and other important industries which prohibition would destroy"*, they 
have sought to accomplish the same result through a subterfuge.

Would discourage the manufacture of 
the finest grades of wine, because they are 
aged in bottle and sold principally in the 
hotels, restaurants and clubs of California.

Early Panama. 

The first permanent settlement la 
the new world was established at Pan¬ 
ama Aug. 15. 1510, by Pedrarlus, the 
Spanish governor. In exploring the 
Pacific coast along the isthmus the 
Spanish adventurers found a small 
fishing village called Panama, and on 
tlie date given ubove the governor es¬ 
tablished Ids capital there. Two years 
later, by royal decree, Panama was 
made a city and the seat of a bishop 
Panama became tlie center for Span¬ 
ish explorations In North and South 
America, and many expeditions were 
sent out from there in search of gold. 
It was from Panama, in 1524, that 
I’lzarro began the voyage which end 
ed in the discovery of Peru.
